Immense Parade Through Illuminated

West Superior, Wis., Oct. 19.—More 


than 1,000 men with torches and men

FACE BY A HORSE 


Serious Accident to a Kosbkonong Boy 


—His Skull Fractured and Nose 


Broken. 


Koshkonong, Oct.. 19.—Willie Cul- 


len, the 14-year old son of Archie Cul- 
len, living one mile east of the sta- 
tion was kicked by a horse in the face 
yesterday forenoon, 
fracturing his 


skull and breaking the small bones 
across the upper part,of his nose. 


The boy went to a pasture to catch 


the horse and very soon his cries were 
heard by his father who was tusking 
corn in 'a field near by. 
When he 


reached the boy he found him unable 
to stand and his face covered with 
blood.

geon from Watertown was called to 
assist in examining the wound.

was left, under the doctor's care and 
it is hoped will soon recover sufficient- 
ly to be brought home.

" 'Riot at Dowte I&eetlnr. 


London, Oct. 19.—Three hundred 


students from the London hospitals 
created a riot in the Rev. John Alex- 
ander Dowie's meeting in St. Martin's 
town hall this afternoon. The healer 
was, compelled to take refuge in flight 
in order to escape bodily injury. A 
"free-for-all" fight took place between 
the students and Dowie's followers 
and many were severely Injured. The 
police attacked the rioters in force and 
made many arrests.

YOUNG MAN IS DYING STILL 


THE TRIAL GOES ON. 


Prisoner la Insane —For Nine Days He 


Has Been Unconscious and May Die 
Any Moment—Judge Orders Court 
House Bell Stopped For Fear of 
Rousing Him. ' 
Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 19.—Though 


Henry 'E. Youtsey, the person most 
concerned knows it not, the jury which" 
is trying his unconscious form will 
soon be looked upon to decide whether 
he killed William Goebel. 
The tes- 


timony for both sides closed yester- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock, and the 
judge instructed the jury. 


For ten cays Youtsey has lain as 


senseless as clay or filled the air with 
the ravings of a maniac. 
From par- 


oxysm he has lasped into a comatose 
state, and from that he has aroused 
t'j spend his strength with tha fnj-y 
op a -wild animal. 
Yesterday, Jest 


outbreaks, the judge ordered that the 
tolling of the court house bell should 
cease. 
. 


By a Fiction of Law. 


For one week the petit juryroom in 


the court house has been hospital, in- 
sane ward, and witness 
seat. 
By 


fiction of law, created for the occa- 
sion, the motionless body, visible on a 
protruding cot, has been for that time 
the prisoner at the bar. 


In that fashion has this man been 


tried for his life; in that fashion has 
he been allowed the right of having 
his accusers confront him in open 
court. 
He did not hear the argu- 


ments of the prosecution made in the 
afternoon in his nominal presence— 
t.clrlresses which called upon the jury 
to assess the penalty of his own life 
against him. 
Neither did he hear the 


CLjually impassioned appeals made in 
his defense by his attorneys. 


Staring and unseeing his eyes look- 


ed from the level of his pillow through 
rhe door and into the jury box. 
His 


physical case now has reached such a 
desperate strait that the attending 
physicians fear that the awakening 
to sanity will be the'signal for the com- 
ing of death. 
Even if the -weight does 


not lift from his reason it is said that 
his body cannot resist the wear and 
tear of the spasms much longer. 


Does Not Know His Wife. 


In the throes of a paroxysm last 


night he leaped from his couch, and, 
not unclosing his eyes, he seized, a 
chair and broke it into bits before his 
guards could restrain him. 
In three 


days he has not given a sign of recog- 
nizing any one, not even the faithful 
wife, who has . remained by his side 
from the first. 


This trial of an insensate being has 


been allowed to continue' because no 
precedent has been found which could 
govern the case. 
It has been argued 


by a prosecution, to which Judge Can- 
trell has given willing ear, that the 
prisoner was present, that no rights 
were being lost to him by his condi- 
tion, and that there was no immediate 
danger to his life in the fact that he 
was unconscious. 


Against the legal plausibility of the 


contentions has been placed the spec- 
tacle, if not travesty, of Youtsey's 
body being made to take Youtsey's 
place on the witness stand.

Married Woman In Milwaukee Says 


She Was Trapped Into a Com- 


promising Situation. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 19.—Warrants 


are in the hands of District Attorney 
Umbreit for the arrest of S. R. An- 
derson, a wealthy lumber merchant; 
Herbert- Reed, a Chicago . attorney; 
and Frank Sherman, a Chicago pri- 
vate detective, charging them with 
conspiracy and abduction. Sanderson 
operates in northern Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, and has headquarters in 
Chicago. 


Sanderson was separated from his 


wife six months ago, Mrs. Sanderson 
coming to this city and taking apart- 
ments at a.West Side boarding.house. 
Four weeks ago Frank Sherwood, it 
is alleged, came here, hunted up Mrs. 
Sanderson, and took lodgings in the 
same apartment house. 


This, according to the woman's al- 


legations, was the beginning of the 
conspiracy. 
She became acquainted 


with Sherwood, and on the night of 
October 9, she says, he succeeded in 
what seemed to be a compromising 
position. 
Then, she says, her hus- 


band and Reed appeared on the scene.

Say« Bryan'* Electoral Vote Will Be 


Less Than It Was In 1896 -Will 


Give Odds of 2 to i. 


Chicago, Oct. 19.—Henry C. Payne, 


vice chairman of the 'republican na- 
tional committee, is not considered by 
those who known him best as a plung- 
er, a daring speculator nor yet a bet- 
ting man, but he declared today his 
Willingness to bet two to one that 
Bryan does not have as many electoral 
votes this year as he received in 189G. 


"This presidential,fight is a picnic," 


said Mr. Payne. 
"What the republi- 


cans are preparing for is the future. 
The reason we are making such a fight 
in the mountain states is not that we 
need their electoral votes to insure the 
re-election of President McKinley, but 
we may need their votes in the na- 
tjonal senate and the house of repres- 
entatives in years to 
come. 
New 


York state is going republican this 
year, but in some future year local 
conditions may give it democratic sen- 
ators and congressmen." 


Mr. Payne said that South Dakota 


will give McKinley. a larger majority 
than it ever gave a presidential can- 
didate. 
Senator Pettigrew it is as- 


serted, has abandoned hope for carry- 
ing that state for Bryan and is now. 
working night and day to save his 
own neck. 


"I only care to speak of the sound 


money democrats I know, and therefore 
I will confine my statement to Wiscon- 
sin, but I believe the same condition 
prevails in other states. 
In Wiscon- 


sin 90 per cent, of the sound money 
democrats who supported McKinley 
and Hobart and Palmer and Buckner 
in 1896 will vote the republican tick- 
et this year."

When In the Fifty-second congress 


nine years ago, ho was an ardent 
champion of free trade. In a speech, 
long and brilliant, he declared that "a 
protective tariff was conceived In greed 
and fashioned 
in 
Iniquity, false in 


economy and the most vicious polHical 
principle that ever cursed this coun- 
try." 
Yet a protective tariff bill was 


passed by the First congress and ap- 
proved by Washington. 
Bryan fur- 


ther declared' that he would flght the 
protective system as long as there was 
anything to remedy. 
The struggle be- 


tween protection and free trade went 
against bhn. 
The people repudiated 


free trade, and Bryan dropped it. It 
was not wise to "paramount" free 
trade when It would not make votes. 


Four years ago, realizing that he 


must "paramount" something else,' he 
took up silver and worked it with all 
the force of his eloquence. 
That in 


turn was repudiated by the people and 
dropped by Bryan. AH his wild prophe- 
cies have been proved to be false by 
the prosperous facts of recent experi- 
ence.
